Im dismissing the original and second ade 
ditional Charges, the Court, in justice to the 
Privoner’s character, consider it necessary to 
Femark, that it was got done under any ime 
pression of his having been guilty hereof, but 
in respectinl consideration of His Majesty’s 
rFeimarks upotr a similar case, already stated, 

The Court cannot. conclude without re. 
Marking on the ill treatment the Prisoner has 
recvived, and which appears to have extended 
to the unwarrantable length of its having 
been permitted and even sanctioned for a 
guest al the mess table, to insult him by a 
most unfounded aspersion upon the charactee 
of a highly respected Officer, anda frieud of 
his, deccased.

In confirming the above finding and sen= 
tence, the Commander of the Forces concurs 
entirely in the concluding observation of the 
Court, and he regrets extremely that Cornet 
Perret should have met with sach harsh and 
highly improper treatment from the Conte 
manding and Officers of a Corps, which ‘has 
with this-exception even been conspicuvus for 
its discipline and good cuuducts the cireum. 
Stances of Cornet Perret being a forvigner, 
ought in a British Regiment to have excited 
very different Feelings, and to have entitled 
him to the favour and protcetion not only of 
his immediate Commanding Officer, but of 
every individual of the Corps: the Majue 
Geueral cannot therefare but view the mana 
ner in which a stranger at the Mess was pere 
mitted tg insult Cornet Perret, by an injurie 
ous and unfounded aspersion on the character 
of a highly respected, deevased Ofieer, and 
Friend and Countryman of Cornct Perret, 
with sentiments of the greatest displvasnre, 
nor Can the Major General help expressing 
his astonishment, that the memory of a brave 
and meritorivus Olkcer should have been suf. \ 
fered to have been bramded at a public Mess 
Table, by a name so peculiarly disgracefut to 
a military man, aud which must naturally 
have produced feelings of ‘extreme irritation 
on the part of Cornet Perret, who however 
appears to have conducted himself with the, 
utmost propriety and moderation on such a 
trying oCcaston, .

‘At Gorsbunder we fotnd good ‘cheer

As we approdched Daravie we discov 
ered, on the fate of thè cliff, a series of 
pillats arranged like the tubes of an 
organ ze-the side'of the hill is wooded and 
the colùmns are at some places hid ‘under 
the Foliage and hy the roots of the Banian 
tree} but their beauty is only heightened 
_by this partial concealment, We tanded 
near the Fort, and walkecd to theteft, pro- 
Posting to examine the columns which we 
bac seen from the boat} after proceeding 
about two hundred yards we came to the 
foot of theeliff. There is some liltlê in- 
convenience in the ascent to that part 
wliere the pillars ate visible which a sinall 
amboo lachler would readily over-come. 
This step gained, we found ourselves 
efore a magnifeent set of Basaltic 
olumns, disposcd in the nicest order, and 
f the greatest niëgnitade.

This sailor was sent with his 
dog to Bridewell and passed to his parish 
wlich he said was St. Gules’s, but the day 
after he was diseharged trom Bridewelr, 
Mr. Hobler saw him and his dog bezging 


again in St. Paui’s Church-yard, as buid as
